Iron and Steel Trade Especially in Ex­ 


cellent Condition with Large Orders 


for Rails Being Placed by Railways. 


Collections Good. 


New York, Dec. 17.—Dun's weekly 
review of trad« says today: 
M anufacturing activity steadily in­ 
creases, testifying to general confi­ 
dence in a heavy demand next year, 
and trading brancnes report seasona­ 
ble conditions. 
Holiday goods sell 
more 
freely 
than 
staples, 
but 
ail 
classes of m erchandise are going into 
larger consumption, and little com- 
Pi aint of collections is heard. 
The 
proportion of Idle machinery is grow­ 
ing sm aller and the number of unem­ 
ployed less, few labor disputes of sig­ 
nificant dimensions existing outside of 
Fall River. Low water at some points 
Is still the m ost serious drawback. 
Irou and steel 
plants are gaining 
steadily, 
footw eaf forwardings 
are 
running close to the large figures of 
last year, and an Irregular raw ma­ 
terial is the only serious elem ent of 
uncertainty 
in 
textile 
Industries. 
Farm 
staples 
are 
returning 
large 
profits to producers and foreign trade 
returns for November showed a very 
small loss in exports, considering the 
abnormal figures last year. 
Far from m eeting with the setback 
th at many traders anticipated the iron 
and steel Industry has gone steadily 
forward. 
There is no evidence of in­ 
flation in the present situation, fuel 
shortage increasing the cost of pro­ 
duction, while orders covering all the 
product of some furnaces for the first 
quarter of next year testify to the 
faith of consumers. This forward bus­ 
iness is the best feature of the market. 
Railways are beginning to antici­ 
pate their needs during the early 
months of next year, which is one of 
the fundam ental features of strength 
in the present situation.
